or improvement of San 
Pablo Avenue, Albany 
Mayor Joyce Jackson will 
appeal to the Alameda 
County Mayors Confer- 
ence. 

All council members 
Monday night expressed 
surprise and disappoint- 
ment that the city was not 
successful in seeking Fed- 
eral Aid to Urban Areas 
funds. The city has never 
received such funding 
since the FAU programs 
began more than a decade 
ago, and it appears that 
some assurances had been 
given to Albany during last 
year’s turn-down. 

Mayor Jackson will 
seek a reversal of the rul- 
ing at a meeting of the 
Mayors Conference tomor- 
row night in San Leandro. 

The FAU allocations 
each year are recom- 
mended on a point basis by 
a committee of the 
Alameda County Transpor- 
tation Advisory Committee 
to the Mayors Conference, 
the Beard of Supervisors 
and finally the Metropoli- 
tan Transportation Com- 
mission. 

The city is seeking up to 
$350,000 for improvement 
of San Pablo Avenue, in- 
cluding channelization with 
installation of center me- 
dians, resurfacing and 
landscaping.

to ee police station to be interviewed when asked 
to do so. 

Without Albany police knowledge, Los Angeles 
police found the car abandoned on May 30, 1964, 
and had it impounded and towed to a storage gar- 
age. The garage operator called the mayor to 
claim it and he did. | 

Jensen and Smith say the mayor brought the 
car back to Albany without telling them and it 
wasn’t until they spotted the car in front of the 
mayor’s house that they knew of the car’s where- 
abouts. The mayor’s son, meanwhile, had still not 
been interviewed by police. 

The Albany officers checked the car, noticed 
stains.in the trunk, and called in a state lab 
specialist. The stains proved inconclusive, both 
men say, because the trunk had been thoroughly 
cleaned. 

Jensen, in interviews from his retirement 
home in Colusa County, said the mayor told him 
he had the car steam cleaned, even in the trunk, 
because his son had been living in it and the vehi- 


cle was dirty. 
Did he ask other questions? 
“No, I didn’t check into it.” 
Why not? 


“T considered it a relatively unimportant point 
at the time. The damage had been done and there 
was nothing we could do about it.”

Editorial 
Political peace 


needed in Albany 


For more than two years Albany has been 
bitterly divided by warring political factions. This 
was culminated in the recall of former council- 
men Pat Griffin arid Mike Gleason. 

We believe there has been enough bad blood 
in Albany. The city needs to return to business as 
usual and give city government and the citizens 
of the town a rest. We have talked to a wide 
cross-section of the citizens of the city, including 
some of the most active participants in recent 
political fighting, and we are finding a nearly 
unanimous desire to avoid further bitter infight- 
ing. For our own part, nothing could please us 
more. 

The notable exception to this citywide desire 
for a cooling off period is recalled councilman 
Griffin’s bid to run for reelection, even though 
doing so would be against current election codes. 
Griffin’s disregard for the law and his disregard 
for the wishes of the majority which recalled him 
are typical of his political methods. The situation 
dramatically demonstrates the reason people in 
Albany chose to recall him. However, we encour- 
age all concerned to let Griffin go his way and not 
become embroiled in further fighting at this time. 
We are sure the voters will know how to deal with 
a man who has so little regard for the law and 
democratic process. 

We encourage the citizens of Albany to look 
for two candidates in the February election who 
will be independent thinkers and able to rise 
above the factionalism of Albany’s recent politi- 
cal past. We are looking for such candidates and 
will not support any candidate who thinks in 
terms of pleasing either one of Albany’s two 
primary political factions. 

Whether or not we endorse in the upcoming 
election will be determined entirely by the caliber 
of candidates. However, what we do is relatively 
unimportant. 

What is important is that the citizens of Al- 
bany look over all the candidates carefully and 
determine for themselves which ones would be 
independent thinkers on the council, beholden to 
no political groups. Only by the election of such 
candidates will political peace be possible.

even tucked inside a coat 
or sweater and kept out of 
view. The safest type is a 
strap purse that can be 
looped about the arm. 


‘“‘Women should be 
aware of persons. walking 
toward them, too. The 
purse snatcher depends on 
the element of surprise. 
Frequently he slips around 
his victim, snatching the 
purse as hé goes by. And 
there is the motorized 
team. In this ploy a car 
drives slowly down the 
street, and the driver 
drops his partner beside a 
victim. woman who 
sspots the car approaching 
can take evasive action by 
stepping aside or in front 
of a pole. 


“Residents of the 
Brighton Street area par- 
ticularly,’ the chief said, 
“are being asked to note 
individuals driving slowly, 
as if looking for victims. 
Even those persons walk- 
ing about and appearing 
not to belong in the area 
may be possible responsi- 
bles to a purse snatch. If 
any suspicious activity is 
observed, the spotter is 
asked to call the Police 
Department, giving the 
complete circumstances so 
officers can check out the 
situation. 


“It’s also advisable to 
lock articles out of sight in 
the trunk of a car, rather 
than placing them on the 
car seats. And when un- 
loading a car in front of a 
home, doors or trunks 
should not be left standing 
open. It takes a thief only 
a split second to snatch a 
package and run. 

“And again, — we can- 
not over-emphasize the 
importance of notifying the 
police, if a person notices 
anything unusual; no mat- 
ter how small. Officers are 
glad to check out all leads. 
Albany citizens can aid in 
reducing street crime by 
reporting these things 
Boy.

ALBANY — A soft mound of 
earth north of the tote board at 
Golden Gate Fields is the only 
payaicel evidence of Silky Sullivan 
today, but the memory of his stir- 
ring stretch runs remains in the 
heart of every lover of 
thoroughbred horse racing. 

A monument will soon be erected 
over the Albany grave of the most 
famous oro red ever to run 
at the Golden Gate Race Track. It 
is a fitting place for Silky to be 
buried, He made his greatest runs 
here. 

Fans loved Silky in the same 
manner they loved the. old Brook- 
ia Dodgers. He was the underdog 
the horse you looked at and said 
couldn’t stand a chance as he lag- 
ged 30 to 40 lengths behind the 
lelds of more costly horses he ran 
against. : 

It was at Santa Anita Park in 
1957 that the three-year-old stretch 
runner stunned the Southern 
California race crowd by winning 


in American racing, Bill 
Shoemaker guided Silky in that 
stretch run, which is shown and re- 
shown on films. Most racegoers 
will admit it was the greatest 
stretch drive ever seen. 


Silky had been purchased at the 
Del Mar yearling sales of 1956 for a 
mere $10,700 BY Tom Ross of Oak- 
land and Phil Klipstein of 
Bakersfield. He ran 27 times bet- 
ween the ages of two and four, 
when he retired, winning 12, and 
finishing out of the money only 
nine times. He earned $157,700 in 
purses. 

Following his Santa Anita Derby 
victory, Silky was shipped back to 
Louisville where he-ran in the Ken- 
tucky Derby. His fame preceded 
him. Soda fountains offered ‘‘Silky 
Sullivan Sundaes’, school children 
all across the U.S. painted his pic- 
ture, a fan club was organized, and 
one woman wrote a poem about 
him. 3 

The big copper stallion was in 
too tough in Kentucky, however 
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Losing ‘in Kentucky didn’t seem 
to matter’at all where Silky’s fame 
was concerned. Brass bands 
played whenever Silky ran. Chil- 
dren took the day off from school 
to see him. A decade after he re- 
tired from racing the big horse 
would still receive birthday cards. 


Purchased from his: original ' 


owners by Kjell Qvale in 1963, 
Silky was retired to stud at Qvale’s 
Green Oak Farm in Napa Valley. 
The big son of Sullivan and Lad 

Silk sired some fine horses — Blaz- 
eee Zerosa, Mr. Payne, Son of 
Silky, and Silky Ring were just a 
few winners he produced. ” 


When Qvale sold his Napa ranch, 
Silky was moved to Pleasanton 
quarters where he was maintained 
by trainer Emmett Campbell and 
his wife. The gréat horse was dis- 
covered dead in his stall of an ap- 
parent heart attack Friday morn- 
ing, Nov. 18. He was 22 years old. 


Even in retirement Silky was

slightly overweight for racing pur- 
poses, but still able to kick his 
heels as the packed crowd cheered. 
Silky Sullivan key rings were given 
out each St, Patrick’s Day at the 
track, and the Silky Sullivan 
eg was the feature race that 
lay. 


Shortly thereafter each year, 
Silky would journey down to Santa 
Anita, where they remembered his 
1957 heart-attack finish still. Each

Horse racing, a world of breed- 
ing and tradition, never forgot the 
big horse who was sold for $10,000 
and then proceeded to trounce do- 
zens of his better bred cousins. 


Wherever horse racing is discus- 
sed, the names of the greats, Sec- 
retariat, Citation, Man of War, 
Seabiscuit, will be recalled. 

But there will always be some- 


one to stop the conversation with 
the name of Silky Sullivan. He was
